(d) one copy of each of the references deemed most closely related to the subject matter 
encompassed by the claims, and 

(e) a detailed description of the submitted references and discussions pointing out how the 
claimed subject matter is distinguishable over these references. 

The petition includes a showing that complies with the above requirements to permit the 
application to be made special under the accelerated examination procedure. 

Accordingly, the petition is granted.
